DANGEROUS 
NATO DIRECTIVE 

London. The NATO Naval 
Command has devised a new 
directive which provides lor 
first use oi massive (Ire power. 

The new directive makes It 
nliligaioiy Inr commanders of 
NATO warships and naval 
pianos lo bellieflisl lo uso all 
Tire power at thou disposal In 
‘critical slluo lions". Tlra direc- 
tive sanctions such strikes in 
cases whon enemy actions ara 
regarded as "provocative". Ac- 
cording to "The Dally Tele- 
graph", the instruction demands 
lhat the commanders resort lo 
swift decisive action. 

The text o! the document, one 
o[ whose initiators was the US 
Secretary ol the Navy, Admiral 
John Lehman. Is to be discus- 
sed officially at a forthcoming 
NATO session In Brussels. How- 
ever, the tactics forming Its basis 
have, teng been used by the 
bloc. 

The newspaper points out that 
though Ihe new ill recti ve Is to 
receive an official stamp of ap- 
proval at Ihe meeting, in prac- 
tice Its provisions have been 
compulsory for NATO member- 
countries for sometime. 


A strong earthquake in Central 
Asia hQ3 damaged towns and vil- 
lages In the Bukhara Region of 
Uzbekistan. Tho epicentre was 
not far from the town of Gazll. 
This new town for gas extractors 
in the Kyzylkums has been 
struck once again by the ele- 
ments after having been raised 
from ruins after the 1970 earth- 
quake.

This evaluation was mode on 
the basis of data provided by 125 
stations located in various re- 
gions In the Pacific, the Indian 
and the Atlantic oceans. 

Samples were taken during the 
voyages by ships belonging ta 
the Institute of Oceanology of 
the USSR Academy of Sciences, 
which specialize In biology. , 

Temperate zones were found 
to be The most heavily popula- 
ted.

Chameleon-volcano 

The mud volcano Rny.ovy 
l’nisugcl on the Clioltil.eii IV:- 
nliisnlD in lhc Caspian Sea has 
usually behaved In such a man- 
ner ilia l lhe best iiaino for it 
was ■ onsldcred to bo diamelc- 
(ii). Until recenlly the lake sur- 
rounding the crater was culou- 
iod pink. Suddenly fats water 
l nr lied dark green. One of lhc 
llrsl lo nollco It were lhe sci- 
entists of lhc Turkmenian Oil 
Research and Design Institute. 

The colour of the lake's wa- 
ter helps determine whai chem- 
ical processes are taking place 
In the volcano's crater, ll Is 
well known to geologists lhat 
compounds of Iron Impart lo 
lhe rock a reddish colour, com- 
pounds of coball — light-blue 
and so on. 

Why was the crater lake 
pink before? It was established 
lhat lhc water lurned lhls co- 
lour due lo lhe purple sulfuric 
bacteria which developed ow- 
ing to Ihe presence of hydrogen 
sulfide, Researchers explain lhe 
dark green colour of water by 
lhc Tact lhat oil Mads ILs way 
Into the lake from Ilia deep 
layers. - Numerous oil drops 
were spoiled In the water and 
on Ihe brink of the crater.

WAS IT WORTH 
PLOUGHING 
THE VIRGIN LANDS? 

Alexander GUBER 

Today, when this country la 
celebrating the 30th anniversa- 
ry of thc development of lhc 
Virgin Lands, lhls question 
seems hardly appropriate — 
evoo iliough It Lb usnally phra- 
sed as follows! wouldn't It 
have bocn bolter to channel ef- 
forts Info Lho development ol 
tiro Non-Black Garth Zone find 
oilier traditional agricultural 
areas? 

Lei us go back 30 years ago, 
lo 1954, when llio development 
of the Virgin Lands started. 
Groin bar vests at iho lime were 
in neb lower Ilian helore lhc 
war. The short supply of grnlii 
was n sc ilous drug on Ihe na- 
tional economy, primarily ani- 
mal ItiinhiHiriry and checked 
the raising ot living standards 
of Soviet people. The problem 
rallvd for an Immediate sol ri- 
ll on. Tho Virgin Lands alone 
could yield prompt results. 

In ihe spare of several years, 

VI i glu- Landers developed 42 
mill Ion hec lares — more llmu a 
quarter of lhe country's tot.il 
crop laud tic fore the war. 

Why did we opt lor the 
Virgin Lands and not lor, say, 
the Non-BInck Earth Zone 
whore min mid shine are usu- 
ally sufficient and droughts 
ate not os frequent as in lhe 
steppes el Kazakhstan? 

There were several reasons 
for tills. 

Sevcnly-flvo per cent of |hc 
Non-Black Garth Zone Is add 
soil land. Ten per cent is 
marsli land. Five per cent Is 
stony soli. Nino per cent Is 
small forest and scrub land. 
This laud, experts say, Is res 
ponslve to amelioration and fer 
miration. In other words, 1 
enn produce high and stable 
yields when It gets enough ol 
both treatment. It Is an uphill 
task, even today, to carry out 
a sufficient amount ol land re- 
clamation work In lhe Non- 
Black Earth Zone and provide 
ll sufficiently with fertilizers 
In the 1950s, tho idea was quite 
unworkable for the obvlouB 
lack of economic and technical 
resources. 

There is another fundamental 
reason. The Non-Black Barth 
Zone had and has at the Umo 
no big tracts ol arablo land 
available lor ploughing. That, 
In contrast lo the Virgin Lands, 
greatly reduces tho ellldency of 
machinery. The final tally 
showed lhat one would have lo 
spend several limes more per 
hectare or por tonne In the 
Non-Blade Earth Zone than In 
tho Virgin Lands to get greater 
grain crop yields. And that 
even considering the drop In 
crop figures especially charac- 
teristic ol tho Virgin Lands- In 
tho Brat yenra. 

The outlays to develop the 
Virgin Lands have paid oil long 
ago. As early as 1954-61, tho 
Virgin Lands brought In more 
lhan 3,000 rail lion roubles in 
net profit. Today, the USSR an- 
nnnliy produces more than 
twice the amount ol grain 11 
did before the Virgin Lands de- 
velopment. Our crop fanning, 
now spread over a ''wider geo- 
graphic area,' Is 'less aifeclcd by 
freaks ol nature, ■ Many ogrlcul- 
lural techniques originated in 
the Virgin Lands are now pro- 
fitably ..used In traditionally 
agricultural areas, 

In siiorl, (lie development o! 
the Virgin Lauds has' paid for 
llstdl, : although . they are Ipr 
Irom.’ having; realized. Ihelr. po- 
tential. . 
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Though the Georgia a singer, Tamrlko Gverdl- 
allel! made her Ural appearance on the profes- 
sional varlely alaga only a few years ago, she 
gained immediate recognition. She won Uio all- 
Unlon contest ol Soviet song ior young singers, 
and then lint prize at the “Red Car nation" in- 
ternational youth festival In Sochi.
